ers who were promoted when the new 
stem went into effect on the first day 
f nonth. 
Othe same time, to take care of pro- 
potion examinations for the great group 
«ently advanced in rank as a result of 
ihe bill, it has been decided that the last 
ynual physical examination may be 
gbstituted for the usual special promo- 
‘ion examination. Orders will soon be 
isued to this effect, to cover the many 
icers Who otherwise would have to 
ydergo special promotion examinations. 
This change will not apply to non-promo- 
tion list officers. 

It will be recalled that nominations of 
hose to be promoted as of 1 July were 
wot to the Senate with certain names not 
aarred those names being men who 
wre promoted subject to examination. 
The list was confirmed by the Senate in 
his form. However, the law merely 
tes that there must be an examination 
fore promotion, but does not specify 
shen this examination shall be held. 
Yost physical examinations are held in 
January. 

Under the new procedure, officers who 
possessed physical defects at the time of 
the last examination which would make 
them ineligible for promotion will be or- 
jered to take the usual promotion exami- 
ution unless exigencies of the service 
demand otherwise. 

Officials of the Adjutant General’s De- 
wrtment are working as rapidly as pos- 
sible to calculate the time of promotion 
for every officer in the Army. It is ex- 
meted that by the latter part of August 
these calculations will be complete. The 
wmputations are complicated, naturally, 
by the provision in the promotion bill that 
eery officer on the promotion list shall be 
presumed to have had at least as much 
vrvice towards promotion as any officer 
junior to him on that list. 

At this time calculations have been 
completed for officers entitled to promo- 
tion during this month. Congress will re- 
convene 22 July and it is hoped that by 
4 July, nominations can be forwarded 
for the promotion of all officers due for 
promotion between 1 and 31 July. Such 
nominations will be submitted 31 July, 
atany rate. Eventually it is hoped to be 
alle to send nominations to the Senate 
inadvance, such approved promotions to 
heeome effective when the date on which 
an officer becomes due for promotion is 
reached. 

It will be recalled that before the pro- 
notion bill became effective the junior 
wlonel was No. 25 on the list of lieuten- 
int colonels (Army Directory of 20 April 
140) ; the junior lieutenant colonel was 
No, 88 on the list of majors; the junior 
major was No. 70 on the list of captains.

The 105-man organization is 10 men 
below the peace strength of the new unit, 
which is identical in organization to the 
reconnaissance troop of a cavalry regi- 
ment. It is commanded by a captain, who 
will, by the very nature of the indepen- 
dency of the command and the close and 
direct liaison with divisional headquar- 
ters, occupy a very responsible position 
in the divisional organization. 

The enlisted cadres of the new units 
will be drawn from scout car reconnais- 
sance platoons now attached to horse 
regiments. Platoons of the new unit will 
be furnished with 4 scout cars and two 
motorcycles as transport. 

The new Test Parachute Platoon has 
been organized by the Chief of Infantry, 
Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga. 

This platoon will use the facilities of 
the Safe Parachute Company, a civilian 
organization at Hightstown, N. J., near 
Ft. Dix, for jumper training during the 
period 29 July to 8 Aug. The test para- 
chute piatoon, with members of the In- 
fantry Board and Army Air Corps para- 
chute riggers from Ft, Benning, are sched- 
uled to proceed by Army airplanes to Ft. 
Dix, New Jersey, on or about 27 July, 
and will be housed at Ft. Dix. 

The platoon consists of two officers and 
48 enlisted men of the 29th Infantry. The 
officers are Ist Lt. William T. Ryder and 
2nd Lt. James A. Bassett. Accompanying 
the platoon by air from Ft. Benning to 
Ft. Dix will be Maj, BE. A. Smith, Inf., 
WO Harry Wilson, AC, and four enlisted 
men of the Army Air Corps who are para- 
chute riggers. Maj. Harris M. Melasky, 
Inf., chief of the Test Section of the In- 
fantry Board, will meet the group at Ft. 
Dix. Other representatives of the Office 
of Chief of Infantry are also expected to 
be at Hightstown as observers of the 
training. 

The platoon will have the benefit of the 
use of the towers, other equipment and 
the instructors of the civilian company in 
earrying out the training. They will wear 
the jumper uniform of the Air Corps 
which is somewhat similar to civilian 
overall suits. 

These tests are purely experimental. 
No speculation will be made by Army offi- 
cers as to future training or trends of 
parachute jumpers. 

Members of the Test Parachute Pla 
toon may form the cadre for larger units 
depending upon further study and tests, 
and lessons to be learned as reliable data 
are secured from abroad. 

The Army Air Corps over the years has 
trained its personnel in parachute jump- 
ing, and has also experimented with 
aerial transport of field artillery in the 
*anama Canal Zone, 

Formal orders were issued this week 
covering the transfer of Brig. Gen. Adna 
R. Chafee from command of the 7th 
Cavalry Brigade to chief of the Armored 
Force, with station at Ft. Knox, Ky. 

Orders were also issued to a number of 
officers who will comprise the staff of the 
Armored Corps and its major components. 

Brig. Gen. Francis W. Honeycutt, now 
on duty in the Philippines in command 
of Ft.

Meanwhile, plans are being pushed for 
the mobilization of four National Guard 
infantry divisions—one from New York 
and New Jersey; one from Tennessee, 
North Carolina and South Carolina; an- 
other from New Mexico, Colorado, Ari- 
zona and Oklahoma, and the fourth from 
Oregon, Washington, Montana and Idaho 

as well as seven anti-aircraft regi- 
ments, some harbor defense units and 
some special units. 

Congress is slated to take up when it 
reconvenes 22 July the questions of com- 
pulsory military training and the Presi 
dent’s request for authority to order out 
the National Guard, The plans for mo- 
hilizing the four National Guard divisions 
are based upon the latter request, 

General George C. Marshall, Army 
Chief of Staff, stated this week that there 
was no intention of reorganizing the mo- 
hilized National Guard divisions to the 
triangular pattern of the Regular Army. 
Nor, he said, would opposition be put in 
the way of men with dependents who wish 
to resign before their units are mobilized. 
The physical examinations given Guards 
men before induction would be the Reg 
ular Army examination. 

He also stated that, if compulsory mili 
tary training was adopted, the War De 
partment would do its best to influence 
employers to rehire men called to duty. 

A picture of future Army procedure, if 
compulsory service is adopted, was 
painted ‘by the Chief of Staff. Utilizing 
the draftees, the Army will be built up 
to 1,200,000 men in units, with non-com- 
mercial equipment for an Army of 2,- 
000,000, Under operation of selective ser 
vice a large body of trained men would 
rapidly be acquired, in addition to the 
1,200,000 under arms. 

With such an Army there would be a 
tank force of ten divisions—five times the 
present number—45 triangular divisions 

also five times the present number - 
corps and other troops, and an air force 
as large as industry can provide by that 
time. 

Riv 1 Jan., General Marshal! said, all 
modern equipment will be in the hands of 
the present nine infantry divisions, one 
cavalry division, two tank divisions and 
four National Guard divisions. All corps 
and army units however, will not be com 
pletely equipped. 

If compulsory training is immediately 
adopted, the following tentative sched 
ule will guide future actions: 

1 Sept.—Calling out of the entire National 
Guard, less those individuals who, because of 
family or business obligations, or for physi 
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cal unfitness, are now being separated from 
the others. 

1 Oct.—Summoning the first increment of 
300,000 to 400,000 young men and start of their 
basic training by infiltration into the regular 
and guard units, 

1 Dec.—And succeeding months—summon- 
ing of small increments of 10,000 a month to 
keep up the size of all units in training. 

1 April 1941—Summoning of 400,000 
men, 

1 Oct. 1441—Summoning of 600,000 new men.

Army and Nat. Gd. Maneuvers 

An estimated 305,000 officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Oflicers’ Reserve Corps will 
participate in three weeks of intensive 
maneuvers during August, despite the 
withdrawal of about 20,000 Regulars at- 
tached to various units which are making 
up the I Armored Corps. 

Tentative dates of the big war games 
are: 

First Army, Plattsburg-Watertown, 
N. Y., Area, 5 to 25 Aug., with principal 
exercises being held 19 to 22 Aug. 

Second Army, Camp McCoy-Camp Wil- 
liams, Wise., Area, 11 to 31 Aug., with 
principal exercises being held 24 to 27 
Aug. 

Third Army, Sabine Area, Alexandria, 
La., 4 to 24 Aug., with principal exercises 
scheduled for 17 to 20 Aug. 

Fourth Army: Troops of 7th Corps 
Area will drill at Camp Ripley, Minn,, 4 
to 24 Aug., with main maneuvers sched- 
uled for 12 to 16 Aug. The Sth Corps 
Area troops will maneuver at Ft. Lewis, 
Wash., 4 to 24 Aug., with principal exer- 
cises 13 to 17 Aug. 

Most of the National Guard units in 
the Ist, 2nd and 83rd Corps Areas (New 
England, New York, New Jersey, Vir- 
ginia, Delaware, Maryland, Pennsylvania 
and District of Columbia) are scheduled 
to participate in the First Army maneu- 
vers. 

In the Third Army all except a few 
National Guard troops in the 4th and 8th 
Corps Areas will participate in maneu- 
vers for 21 days between 4 and 24 Aug. in 
the Sabine Concentration Area of Louis- 
jana and Texas, including Camp Shelby, 
Miss., Camp Beauregard, La. ; Camp Bul- 
lis, Texas; Ft. Sill, Okla., and Camp 
George West, Colo. 

Seventh and Ninth Corps Area troops 
will participate in Fourth Army maneu- 
vers 4 to 24 Aug. in two concentratien 
areas, one at Ft. Lewis, Wash., the other 
at Camp Ripley, Minn, 

Second Army troops, approximately 
65,000 in number, will participate in ma- 
neuvers in the Camp McCoy-Camp Wil- 
liams Area, 

Besides an almost complete lack of 
tanks for the maneuvers due to organiza- 
tion and separate training of the Arm- 
ored Corps, there will also be few air- 
craft taking part. Most of these will be 
National Guard observation squadrons, 
just as the tanks participating will be 
limited to those in the National Guard 
tank companies, 

However, increasing amounts of other 
materiel will be on hand, including new 
motor transportation, The Regular Army 
triangular divisions which will take part 
were supplied with new motor equipment 


prior to the recent Third Army ma- 
neuvers, 
To transport 132,901 officers and en- 


listed men, and their organizational and 
individual equipnient, to the maneuver 
areas, 466 special railroad trains will be 
required. 

The 466 special trains will contain 3,112 
coaches, 46 tourist sleeping cars, 1,324 
baggage cars, 247 stock cars, 54 box cars, 
and 497 flat cars. The number of troops 
to be transported is approximately one- 
third of the estimated 305,000 men sched- 
uled to participate, 


N. Y. Nat. Gd. Officers Shifted 

Three brigadier generals and two 
colonels have been shifted by the New 
York National Guard authorities. Brig. 
Gen. Walter A, De Lameter will go from 
the S7th to the 98rd Infantry Brigade; 
Brig. Gen. Ralph K. Robertson, from the 
‘4th to the S7th Infantry Brigade, and 
rig. Gen. Alexander S. Anderson will go 
from the 03rd to the 4th Infantry Brig- 
ade.

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Secretary Becomes Secretary 
Again 

It is apparent from the week’s service 
of Harry L, Stimson as Secretary of War 
that an experienced hand is on the 
throttle of the Army machine. It is true 
that when he occupied in 1911-13 the same 
office during the Taft administration, the 
strength of the Army was 4,470 officers 
and 77,835 enlisted men as against that 
today of 14,079 officers and 246,999 men, 
the National Guard 9,142 officers and 112,- 
710 enlisted men as against 14,868 officers 
and 227,627 enlisted men, and there were 
no reserves whereas today there are 108,- 
000 officers and 28,671 enlisted men. 

But other than the increase in per- 
sonnel noted, largely there were the fun- 
damentals which are in existence now. 
That is to say the General Staff, organ- 
ized under the Root Administration, had 
come to function with respectable effici- 
ency, the Secretary was making a study 
of the organization of the War Depart- 
ment with a view to increasing its service 
for war, he was keenly interested in the 
Army War College and the Service 
Schools, and he was in thorough sym- 
pathy with the principle of duty with 
troops as demonstrated by his approval 
of a bill restricting under severe penalties 
the detachment of oflicers below the rank 
of major from duty with company, troop 
or battery, unless they had been present 
with such organizations for at least two 
out of the preceding six years. He re- 
garded the National Guard as a valuable 
component of the Army, and made flatter- 
ing comparisons of its progress since the 
Spanish War. As a matter of practical 
politics, he was in favor of legislation for 
the creation of a Regular Army Reserve 
and a force of national volunteers ; today 
he is for Selective Service. He earnestly 
recommended the establishment of the 
Council of National Defense with which 
he is now cooperating. He consistently 
and urgently recommended strong and 
permanent defenses for the Panama 
Canal, Puerto Rico, Hawaii, Alaska and 
the Philippines. He believed in maneuvers 
as an Army not only that the Service 
might have practical experience in the 
field, but because they would bring to the 
fore the officers best trained for com- 
mands. He manifested great concern for 
the enlisted personnel, and for their 
health, comforts and pleasures. He was 
constantly demanding the restoration of 
the canteen for use as a club by the men, 
earefully watched reports as to their 
health, and believed that their pay was 
inadequate and should be increased. 

It is a far greater organization that 
Mr. Stimson heads today, but his experi- 
ence, too, has widened. As a special repre- 
sentative to Nicaragua, he knows our 
Central American problems. He was 
Governor General of the Philippines for 
two years, He was Secretary of State in 
the Hoover Administration. Thus he is 
informed on the defense needs of our de- 
pendencies, and has intimate knowledge 
of international affairs, so essential in 
connection with his prosecution of the en- 
largement program. He has had military 
experience—major and Judge Advocate 
of Reserves prior to our entrance during 
the World War, lieut. colonel 305th Field 
Artillery during the summer of 1917, and 
later in France, commanding the First 
battalion of that regiment. General Persh- 
ing recalls that when Colonel Stimson 
arrived at Chaumont, he asked that no 
consideration be given him because of his 
service in high government positions, but 
that he be allowed to remain with his regi- 
ment. The General gave such permission, 
and he remained with his regiment until 
after it was repatriated and demobilized. 
Like all regimental commanders, Colonel 
Stimson has the greatest pride in his war 
command. He makes no concealment of 
his belief that the 77th division of which 
his regiment was a part, was “one of the 
most successful combatant units of the 
American Army in France.” He says it 
has been an inspiration to him throughout 
his life, because of the spirit it possessed, 
and because that spirit fused the thirty 
different racial stocks of the men who 
composed it. He does not hesitate to re-

peat what he told the Senate Committee 
when it was considering confirmation of 
his nomination: “I think that we have 
got to take into consideration in consider- 
ing the question of selective service not 
only the factor that that is the only way 
we can get men, both for the peace time 
Army and for the new emergency Army, 
but that it would be the quickest way of 
taking steps toward an arousal of a na- 
tional spirit and the effectuation of a 
spirit of unity in the country, as it did 23 
years ago. I believe the average American 
today would be greatly benefited by the 
lesson in national unity, and in the reali- 
ties of a citizen’s duty toward his coun- 
try, which he would receive in a course of 
military training.under such a statute, 
and at the same time he would be pre- 
paring to defend his country against the 
emergency which now confronts it.” 

Mr. Stimson complied with the request 
of President Roosevelt to serve as Secre- 
tary of War because he holds our situa- 
tion vis a vis Germany and Italy as pre- 
carious, and because in his judgement we 
are faced with an unprecedented peril. 
That peril threatens us from Japan also. 
It will be recalled that when he was 
Secretary of State, he made a determined 
effort to induce the members of the 
League of Nations to refuse to recognize 
Japanese occupation of Manchuria, and 
to join in action which would force with- 
drawal. Great Britain brought that effort 
to naught, and the most Mr. Stimson 
could bring about was the creation of a 
commission of inquiry, to which, upon his 
recommendation, the President assigned 
Maj. Gen. Frank McCoy, now retired, Had

Tank Administration in Battalion 

Under Army regulations the new tank 
regiments will be tactical units only, ad- 
ministration of tank units being in charge 
of the battalion commander. 

The War Department stated this week 
that whenever in Army regulations the 
word regiment is used in connection with 
an administrative function the infantry 
battalion, tank, will be considered as in- 
cluded. The battalion commander of such 
tank battalions will be responsible for the 
administrative functions concerned. 

AR 235-5 and AR 615-5 are being 
changed to incorporate the above princi- 
ple. Paragraph 5d in the latter regula- 
tion is being changed to read: “The com- 
manding officer of a tank battalion will 
appoint all noncommissioned officers in 
the battalion upon the recommendation 
of the company commander.”

Under the Administration of Frank 
Knox, the United States Navy will be- 
come subservient to the deadline, 

Here is how the new Secretary 
fines that newspaper term: 

“All my life as a newspaper man I have 
been fighting the clock, all the time fight- 


de- 


ing against time. A newspaper that 
doesn't get out on time is no good, and 


all my life I have had to put the drive 
in our business that brought the news 
to the paper, and got it in the paper, and 
delivered the paper to the place where 
the man wanted to buy it, on time.” 

It may be readily inferred that this de- 
scription of his journalistic service fore- 
shadows the course the new Secretary 
will follow in his administration of the 
Navy. ‘To apply it as he himself does, it 
is his duty to put the drive into design- 
ing, contract placement and construction, 
and to deliver the completed units to the 
place where they can be of use in battle, 
on time. It is that matter of time that 
has been the biggest factor in Colonel 
Knox's life. It moves inexorably, and he 
knows that a moment lost brings tragedy 
in its wake. Trains are missed, connec- 
tions disrupted, a large force deprived 
of profit, and the more competent com- 
petitor wins success, Consequently, the 
newspaper has its hard and fast dead- 
line, and that deadline must be made, 
There is no excuse for failure to make it. 

Colonel Knox has no other creed. To 
reach that deadline, to lock the forms, to 
put the paper to bed, to start the presses 
running, to deliver the papers to the news 
boys, the busses and the — trains, 
there must be the thoroughly organized 
productive forces, the correspondents at 
home and abroad, the reporters, the edi- 
torial and managing staffs, the advertis- 
ing selocitors, the circulation distribu- 
tors, and the labor in the mechanical de- 
partments. And there must be, above all, 
the Boss. Again, to make a naval appli- 
cation, the United States Fleet, ready 
for battle, is the finished product. To re- 
enforce it, to give it the two-ocean 
strength in which the Secretary firmly 
believes, designs must be drawn, con 
tracts placed, construction speeded, offi 
cers and men provided and trained, and 
delivery made to the Fleet, delivery on 
time. That time is the deadline, and if 
that deadline be missed, superior enemies 
may win the battle. 

And when in the Secretary’s judgment 
is that deadline. He explained it at a 
conference with the Naval Staff a few 
days ago, just as he explained it before 
the Senate Naval Committee when it 
wis considering the question of the con- 
firmation of his nomination, “The one 
thing we must do” he said with emphatic 
earnestness, “is to speed up our program 
of preparation. There must be accelera- 
tion of ships and aireraft and their 
equipment, no matter what the cost. De- 
lay will not be tolerated. We must tear 
our way through red tape. We must have 
the most powerful Fleet in the world as 
soon as it is humanly possible.” 

In other words, it is speed the Secre- 
tary is demanding, speed to the very ut- 
most point of human effort. He cannot 
understand why the British shipyards 
can turn out a battleship in a year and a 
half, while we require three or four 
years. If time is lost by any agency, he 
proposes to eliminate the delay. These 
are not technical matters, with which he 
frankly admits he is unfamiliar; they 
are matters of administration with which 
he has dealt all his life. In the develop- 


ment of newspapers, beginning with his 
early effort at Grand Rapids, Mich., it 


has been necessary for him to take prop- 
erties, some run down, and reorganize 
them, to put punch into their staffs, speed 
their operations, and make them profit- 
able by delivery of the papers on time. 
He has made innumerable contracts, 
eliminated deadwood and selected talent, 
and has been in constant negotiation 
with labor. He learned to know men as 
a reporter on the Grand Rapids J/erald, 
and proved his executive capacity on the 
Sault Ste. Marie News, the Manchester 
Union & Leader, which he still owns, as 
general manager of the Hearst news- 





" 


papers, and as the controlling genius of 
the Chicago Daily News. The Indians 
of our country hold him in gratitude be- 
cause of the improvement in their wel- 
fare for which he was responsible while 
serving @s a member of the Board of In- 
dian Commissioners. He has had no 
naval experience, but he is well informed 
on matters military by reason of his ser- 
vice as a Rough Rider during the Spanish 
War, and as a Field Artillery Officer in 
France during the World War. He was 
held in high esteem by Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt, who made frequent allusions 
to his capable and efficient energy, and 
by his superiors in France, whose regard 
for him was shown by his promotion 
from captain to colonel. It is this service

Vessel Air-Protection Speeded 

Routine and special naval maneuvers 
are not being disrupted by the alterations 
being made to vessels of the fleet to give 
them greater ability to withstand and 
combat air attack, Secretary of the Navy 
Frank Knox stated this week. Mr. Knox 
said that the Navy Department has 
worked out a schedule for this type of 
work and that by and large it is being 
done during the normal overhaul periods 
of the vessels concerned, 








In main, the work being done consists 


of providing additional protection for 
gun-crews and — fire-control 


against bomb splinters and in the instal 
lation of rapid-fire anti-aircraft guns. In 
addition, in some instances, the location 
of existing weapons is being changed to | 
conform with the learned from 
the air-surface combats in the European 
war. 

Mr. Knox stated that 53 vessels have | 
already either been altered or ordered to 
yards to have the work done, with the | 
remainder of the vessels awaiting their

turn. He pointed out that a number of the 
latest additions to the fleet have these 
new features embodied in their original 
construction. 

He declared that the Navy’s phase of 
the defense program proceeding as 
rapidly as possible, with contracts being 
let at a steadily increasing rate. He stated 
that as far as he knows, the Navy is hav- 
ing no difficulty in placing contracts with 
private industry pending settlement of 
tax and amortization questions.

First Reservists Sail 

The USS Wyoming departed New York 
on 16 July 1940, carrying 611 young men 
of the Class V-7 Naval Reserve on a one 
month training cruise. This group is the 
first batch of Reservists to be trained un- 
der the recently launched program to 
bring into the Naval Reserve young men 
with at least two years of college educa- 
tion. 

In this first group, all continental naval 
districts were represented, the greatest 
number, 165, coming from the Third 
Naval District. Thirty-one states and the 
District of Columbia were represented. 

There are already enrolled for training 
in the course, which Secretary of the 
Navy Knox calls the “Plattsburg of the 
Sea,” 1,000 young men, and the next 
cruise will commence on 19 Aug. utilizing 
% battleships which will accommodate 
about 1,500 enrollees. This cruise will 
terminate on 14 Sept. 

When the first cruise disembarks at 
New York on 10 Aug., 300 of the young 
men who have qualified for the 3 months’ 
training as Reserve Midshipmen will join 
the first of these three months’ courses, 
to be conducted at New York in the USS 
IHlinois. Capt. J. J. London, USN, has 
been assigned to head the Reserve Mid- 
shipmen School. Upon satisfactory com- 
pletion of the course they will be com- 
missioned ensigns in the United States 
Naval Reserve, Cruises will be continued 
at regular intervals, followed by intensive 
three months’ at the Reserve 
Midshipmen Training School.

1. Upward revision of pay schedules for commissioned, warrant, and enlisted personnel, 
active and retired. 

2. Revision of the promotion system for the Staff Corps of the Navy in accordance with 
the sentiment expressed by the officers concerned; perfection of the Navy Line Personnel Act; 
euthorization for the retirement of colonels of the Army with the rank of brigadier general ; 
clarification of the coast guard promotion system. 

3. Expansion of the Regular Army and the National Guard to a strength of at least 550,000 
men with provision for complete personnel and materiel and training for 100 per cent effi- 
clency ; personnel for the Navy and Marine Corps capable of fully manning all vessels of the 
fleet and the Fleet Marine Force. 

4. Additional increases in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical knowledge 
and skill required by modernization. 

5. Active duty training and service school attendance for available officers of the Reserve 
Corps; appropriations for the expansion program of the Naval Reserves.

7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 
on Government business. 





THE MAN WITH THE MUCKRAKE is now devoting his activities to the Army. 
He is informing the country that our oflicers are old, and incapable of dealing with 
modern warfare, that they spend most of their time playing bridge and writing scolding 
letters to their subordinates, that they are dotards, and giving the impression that the 
whole system is stupid to the point of being murderous. Such diatribes as these are 
motivated, it is claimed, by a patriotic desire to protect our youth from scandalous 
inefficiency and unfitness. Apparently, it is not realized that they will arouse public 
alarm, cause Mothers to resist the preparation of their sons in a manner that will 
increase their ability to protect themselves, and stimulate pacifism to more active effort 
to prevent the development of strong national defense, 

It may interest these muckrakers to know that there are no sharper critics of the 
Army and its condition than its own oflicers. General Pershing constantly has impressed 
upon the country the lesson of the World War when he was forced to delay putting 
his troops into the Front Line so that he could train them properly. Lt. Gen. Drum has 
seized every opportunity to emphasize that it takes time to make a soldier, and to 
create an efficient, fighting organization. The recent maneuvers in the south were the 
subject of critiques, which brutally exposed improper leadership and methods. There 
is no trace of the dotard in this grasp of our actual situation. True there are some 
officers who are too old, but they are the exception rather than the rule, and the latest 
promotion law will take care of them. It is false to say that the principal activity of 
officers is to play bridge and to write biting letters to subordinates. As a matter of 
fact the personnel as a whole is a studious, hard-working body, which endeavors to fit 
itself for the business for which it exists, that of national defense. It is constantly 
with troops, or under instruction at Special Service Schools, the Command and General 
Staff School, the Army War College and the Army Industrial College. Always there 
is training going on, training which was limited until the past few years when Con- 
gress granted funds for large scale maneuvers, The system is being constantly brought 
up to date, thanks to studies which the able General Staff is incessantly making. 
The primary effort of the Army is to develop leaders, and it has succeeded. No picture 
of the Army is true which uses a microscope to magnify its defects. The youth of our 
country when called to the colors under the plans of the Chief of Staff will find far 
ereater efficiency than the muckrakers are willing to concede. 


THE PRESIDENT wanted speed in armament, and he is getting it from the 
Navy Department. Within one to three weeks from the moment the appropriations 
became available, the Department placed orders and contracts for 92 vessels, which 
will have a tonnage of 499,435, almost half of that now available, and which will cost 
more than eleven hundred million dollars. Moreover, the Navy is already well under 
way on the program of refitting top-side construction to take advantage of lessons 
taught by air bombardment in the European conflict, having made protective armor 
adjustments and increased anti-aircraft fire-power on about 58 naval vessels. In ad- 
dition, the Department has begun 23 projects at Naval Air Stations and other facilities. 
Equal expedition is occurring in connection with other undertakings, which are essen- 
tial for service. The prompt action in these several vital matters is due first to the 
advance preparations the Department had made, the development of designs and 
specifications, and the authority the Department now possesses to place orders and 
contracts without the hampering delay of bids, It is the intention of Secretary Knox 
to see that ships are built well within the time limit of contracts—he does not under- 
stand how Britain, for example, can build battleships in a year and a half, while we 
require four years to do so. Another matter of naval importance, which has been 
accentuated by air attacks upon British naval bases, is the construction of such bases 
at the overseas points prescribed by Congress. It is intended to have such bases avail- 
able at the earliest possible moment, so greater service can be rendered to the Fleet.

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2 The Naval Situation in the Far East. 
* One of the major difficulties of the 
naval situation in the Far East is that it 
cannot be considered as an isolated and 
separate area, With Europe in its present 
state the naval situation in the Far East 
is closely interlocked with the naval situa- 
tion both in the Mediterranean and in 
northern Europe. The margin of naval 
strength possessed by the British Empire 
and France over Germany and Italy is 
quite adequate to provide fleets in the 
North Sea and Mediterranean of sutlicient 
strength to make the naval defeat of the 


democratic Powers impossible. But the 
margin of strength on the side of the 


western European democracies is not suf 
ficient to allow of a force equal to the 
naval strength of Japan being sent to the 
Far East while still retaining adequate 
strength in Europe. 

Japan is hanging back from the con- 
clusion of a full military alliance with 
Germany and Italy, and it would seem 
that she has her hands uncomfortably 
full with her war against China. Never- 
theless there would be great temptation 
for Japan to strike at the British Empire 
in the Far East if she found that British 
naval forces were fully occupied in 
Europe. There is no secret in the fact 
that Japan is badly in need of certain raw 
materials which are to be found in abun- 
dance in the British possessions in the 
Far Kast. 

Failing some sort of a diyersion, one 
must face the fact that the Japanese navy 
is, materially, strong enough to dominate 
the western Pacific Ocean. It seems un 
likely, with the effort of the China war 
dominating the needs of Japanese arma 


ment factories, that any great increase 
has vet been effected in the strength of 
the Japanese navy since that country 


withdrew into secrecy with regard to her 
shipbuilding intentions. That warships 
of all sorts are being built is certain, but 
seemingly, much more slowly than was 
at first feared. 

Thus it is fairly safe to assume that 
the total strength of the Japanese navy is 
today still approximately three-fifths of 
the strength of the navies of the British 
Empire. 

But if the Japanese navy has a total 
strength of only three-fifths of that of 
the navies of the British Empire, it is 
only a very small fraction of the British 
naval strength which is stationed in the 
Far East, or which could be safely dis 
patched to the Far East, At present, the 
China Squadron's chief strength lies ina 
strong cruiser squadron, a single flotilla 
of destroyers, fifteen large submarines, 
and an aircraft carrier. In case of emer- 
gency, the cruiser strength in the Far 
East could be more than doubled by the 
Australian and New Zealand naval forces 
joining up with the British China Squad 
ron, Such reinforcement would make the 
ritish cruiser forces in the Far East 
equal to about half the total Japanese 


cruiser strength. But there would be no 
heavy ships to offset the nine capital 
ships of the Japanese Navy. 

It would be possible to send two, or 


perhaps even four, capital ships to Singa- 
pore without dangerously weakening the 
joint position of Great Britain and France 
vis-a-vis Germany and Italy. But under no 
stretch of the imagination could a battle- 
fleet of even half the strength of the 
Japanese battle-fleet be sent to the Far 
ust. 

It would seem therefore, that the 
tritish naval position in the Far East is 
difficult, but, fortunately, there are other 
important factors, which come into play. 
Distances and strategic factors tend 
enormously to improve the British po- 





sition. If Japan determined to attack 


the British, her main naval offensive 
would have to take place three thousand 
miles from her home bases. This would 
be a long line of communication. The 
british forces moreover, would have un- 
limited supplies at their back, while the 
Japanese, unless they gained the oilfields 
of Borneo in the initial stage, would be 
woefully short. 

To some extent Japan has improved 
her strategic position by her conquests 
in China. But it must be remembered that 
no port on the mainland now in Japanese 
hands is capable of acting as a base for 
a large fleet under war conditions. Japan 
certainly has a naval base on the island 
of Formosa, but even this is nearly two 
thousand miles from Singapore, while 
even if Hongkong were to fall to the 
Japanese and could be used by them as 
u naval base, the distance to Singapore 
would be shortened by only about four 
hundred miles. Yet Japan's objective 
could only be attained by pressing home 
an offensive regardless of loss, while the 
presence at Singapore of even a relatively 
weak fleet would make it possible for 
Japan to proceed with her southward 
drive leaving Singapore in hostile hands

Submarine Defences — Then and 
/7e now. “The next war will begin 
where the last one ended.” Such is the 


prediction attributed to the late Marshal 
Foch. Has it come true, so far as German 
submarine warfare on British shipping 
ix concerned? las the second attack be- 
gun the first one ended? To answer 
that question, we had better recall, how 
the previous war ended before considering 
how the new one started, 

In the autumn of 1918, the U-boats were 
held at bay, but had by no means been 
mastered. Ample evidence existed that, 
in the spring of 1919, they were prepared 
deliver a third and more terrific on 
slaught. 

Between that fateful November of 1918 
and September 140, there is an interven- 
ing span of nigh on twenty-one years. 
During that interregnum of peace, Sub- 
marine and Anti-Submarine were arming 
for the renewal of their old encounter, 

Despite the Versailles prohibition, sub- 
marines continued to be built to German

were built in shipyards outside’ the 
frontiers of the Third Reich! 
First of all, there was established in 


Holland a concern known as the “Neder- 
landsche Ingenicurskantoor voor Scheeps- 
bouw” which tithe may be translated as 
the “Dutch Technical Centre for Ship- 
building.” Outwardly it was a Dutch 
organization, but inwardly it contained 
nu strong assembly of German naval archi- 
techts and technicians, all proficient in 
the designing and building of war ves- 
Most significant was the fact that 
the presiding genius of the N. I. V. 8. 
was no other than the famous Dr. Techel 
who, during the war of 1914-18, had been 
Chief of the Submarine Building Branch 
of the great Krupp-Germania shipyard 
at Kiel, 

In 1927 a Dutch firm produced under 
the auspices of the N. I. V. 8. two sub- 
marines for the Turkish navy. They 
were replicas of the “UB-111 Type” which 
had been built for the Kaiser’s Navy in 
1916-18. Next came the acquisition of a 
large share in the Chrichton shipyard at 
Abo, Finland, by the German Vulkan A. 
G. of Stettin, whereupon the production 
of submarines for the Finnish Navy was 
begun, 

No such talent and equipment existed 
in Finland in 1929; they had to be 
acquired from abroad, It was the N. I.

V. S. at the Hague which provided the 
necessary plans and technical knowledge ; 
the requisite skilled labor and plant were 
transferred from Germany to Finland. 


In 1935 the Crichton-Vulkan firm began 
to build a small submarine to the order 
of nobody in particular. Following this 
came news that the firm of Echavarrieta 
y Larrinaga at Cadiz, in Spain, was 
building a mysterious under-water ves- 
sel which had not been ordered by any 
Government, For her building, “plans 
and material were being imported from 
Ilolland.” The designs, once aguin, were 
the product of the N. I. B. S.! Rumors 
ran current about this time that certain 
German “patriotic societies” had been 
provided with funds and were making at- 
tempts to get submarines built in ship- 
yards outside Germany. It was therefore 
suspected that these Finnish and Spanish 
vessels, Which were alleged to be pure 
speculations on the part of their building 
firms, were actually “pattern boats” which 
were being created to serve two purposes, 
The first was to test the rapidity with 
Which identical vessels could be assem 
bled in Garman shipyards ; the second was 
to prove the sea performance of new 
types before they were put into produe 
tion, 

After this, large contracts were placed 
with German marine engine builders for 
sets of high-speed Diesel engines, and the 
outside world was told that such machin- 
ery was required for “new coastal ship 
ping.” Sectional parts for construction of 
submarine hulls were quietly collected in 
the German yards—aind then all disguise 
wus dropped. Germany declared that she 
had resumed the construction of U-boats, 


So much for the resurrection of the 
U-boats.

ning the auditory properties of her micro 
phones were well-nigh destroyed, 

Upon that problem the British concen 
trated the most intense and indefatigable 
research, designing, discarding and re- 
designing. At last, after the most labori 
ous and patient work, they got what was 
wanted, It has been declared in VParlia 
ment, that, in this branch of naval equip 
ment, there are resources fur in advance 
of any employed by any foreign Navy. 

Foch’s prediction that “the next war 
will begin where the last one ended” has 
come true, so far as U-boat war on ship-

months to careful training for this fight; the other continued to live his normal life 
up to two weeks before the gong sounded. Roughly, this presents the cuse as between 
Germany and the Allies. Let us examine some of the details. 

Germany’s method of preparing for the contest she intended to provoke the 
moment she was ready is fully known. She felt certain that she would not be attacked 
during her preparations. Her form of government enabled her to devote to these her 
entire energy and resources—monetary, educational, industrial, moral. Hitler was 
free to pursue a foreign policy based upon Germany’s military strength and free to 
create the forces needed for carrying out his designs. On their side the men governing 
France and England were not free to do the same. Had they attempted to place this con- 
centration of national energy into the single channel of preparing for war, they would 
have been put out of office, Their hands were fettered by the form of government under 
which they worked. The Nazi organization also enabled Germany to plant agents in 
every circle of her opponents’ life and yet protect her own secrets completely. Hitler 
knew accurately what his adversaries could do as well as what they were inhibited 
from doing, and after a few trials he guessed what their reactions would be to each 
move he planned. 

In Germany nobody dared ask that human energy or money be devoted to anything 
except what Hitler desired; in France and England not only politicians, but every 
category of men and every aggregation of interests were free to demand and often 
impose that their own pet schemes take precedence over war preparations. Let us 
glance at what occurred in France as a result of this condition of affairs. 

Labor.—For ten years politicians eager for power and foreign agitators paid to 
disrupt the country preached war between classes, Eloquent doctrinaries openly 
waged this camgaign of hatred on the stump and in their newspapers. None was more 
influential than M. Blum. In 1936, civil war was barely averted as M. Blum, having 
become Prime Minister, proceeded to put his theories into effect. No man was allowed 
to labor more than forty hours a week, the sit-down strike was permitted, money was 
poured out under guise of social betterment and higher education for the masses, war 
industries were nationalized, inefliciency and favoritism reigned in factory and gov- 
ernment. Production dropped, revenues dried up and the frane was several times 
devaluated—not intelligently, as an aid to recovery, but on each occasion in extremis 
and too late to do any permanent good. Demagogy reigned supreme. 

School-boys.—While every German teacher was instilling patriotism and a stern 
spirit of sacrifice in his pupils, French boys in public schools were being poisoned with 
pacifist doctrines and class hatred by teachers, in great part communists, organized 
into unions affiliated with subversive groups. Protest was useless and the sad work 
went on under the protection of M. Blum’s government. 

Italy, Spain and Russia—Vushed by personal animosity, but refraining from 
acting energetically, the French cabinet infuriated Italy and sowed the seeds of a 
bitter enmity, without obtaining a single advantage from any quarter. During the 
Spanish civil war a weak government and a divided parliament offended both sides 
without getting advantage from either. While Hitler was using Spain as a vast 
proving-ground for his tanks and aviation, the French were solely busy with the 
political and doctrinaire phase of the war; their volunteers brought home nothing of 
value concerning the new weapons: no brain had employed itself on using these men, 
collecting information and applying it. Germany and Italy, at not a dollar’s expense, 
reaped a harvest. France merely reaped 500,000 undesirables that poured into her ter- 
ritory to be fed, clothed and largely left free to swell the muck which every country 
in Europe had been pouring into the home of a generous, misguided and ill-governed 
people, To these were soon added fleeing Austrians and Czechs, amongst whom came 
thousands of capable organizers sent by Hitler to do his work in France, The partisans 
and opponents of an alliance with Russia were equally vociferous and bitter. All of 
this pulling and hauling of politicians with their ears to the ground had the effect of 
lessening France’s influence with her friends in Poland, Czechoslovakia, Belgium and 
Jugoslavia. Foreign affairs in time of crisis cannot be conducted by newspapers and 
their readers. They have to be directed by a man, There was none in France in a 
position to fill this réle; none was given this power until it was too late. 

Aviation, warships, factories.—The last war proved to Frenchmen that their war- 
industries ought to be placed far from the German frontier, but 1939 found them 
nearly all concentrated where they had been in 1914. Hitler could decide on the 
location of his plants and send labor there to operate them. The French political and 
labor leaders were unwilling or powerless to do anything similar. Factories had to be 
placed where workmen were obtainable and willing to work. When the Germans 
reached the Seine, most all of France’s war industry had come under their control. 
A battleship costs as much as five hundred or a thousand aeroplanes. In the face of 
Germany's vast preparations to produce the latter, France continued to devote money 
and mechanics to augmenting her fleet, instead of relying on England for that element. 
This was due in part to bad judgement and in part to labor polities. Ship-yard 
mechanics were not willing to be converted into aviation mechanics; local polities 
influenced the deputies and the cabinet. Yards for building ships existed, plants for 
making aeroplanes had to be created, Thus money was appropriated for both instead 
of being concentrated where it could do the most good. From 1936 to 1939 aeroplane 
production in France was most inefficiently handled. 

The Army and its chiefs.—During all this time of internal strife and external 
vacillation the army escaped contamination and continued to be efficient, although the 
machines it needed for a great war were not being produced in proper number. The 
promotion system continued to work without political interference in the lower grades ; 
however, it must be remembered that the corps and army commanders are appointed 
by the government and the men who controlled it during the period we are examining 
were undeniably influenced by doctrinaire considerations, though such matters can 
only be surmised. It is a noticeable fact that from September 1989 to May 1940 there 
was no elimination of general officers for unfitness. The list remained substantially 
unchanged for seven months. It is evident that all of these men could not have been 
first class, and the weakness of some must have become evident after months in front

The Finance Department now has 157 officers, just 13 short of its authorized 
strength of 170.

The number 
of colonels remains at 5, but the number of lieutenant colonels has increased from 
Sto 22, and the number of majors from 60 to 97. The number of captains has de- 
creased from 6% to 22.

A new edition of Army Regulation 35-1760, Pay of Retired Commissioned and 
Warrant Officers, has been issued by the War Department to supersede the edition 
of 23 Sept. 1937 and subsequent changes. 


Quartermaster Corps—Lt. Col. George D. Murphey, QMC, reported this week to the 
(fice of the Quartermaster General to be executive officer for a term of four years, 
seceeding Col. Claire Hl. Bennett, who was detached 15 July for temporary duty as 
wsistant to the commanding officer of Washington Quartermaster Depot. Colonel 
Murphey was formerly department Quartermaster, Puerto Rican Department. 

Colonel Bennett will retire 31 Jan. 1941 after more than 38 years’ service. 

The War Department announced this week awards of contracts totaling $9,- 
70,305.61 under 1940 and 1941 appropriation acts, for Quartermaster Corps procure- 
ment. Articles of clothing and equippage totaled $7,030,025.50, while construction 
wards under the 1940 regular act totaled $1,464,253.25. The greater part of this latter 
mount will be expended for construction at existing posts and stations and to provide 
itilities, walks, ete. Under the 1940 act, moter vehicle awards in the amount of

(orps use, Ever since completion of experiments in recent maneuvers involving the 
we of at least one such converted destroyer, the assignment of more to the FMI has 
ren predicted, but last week’s announcement marked the first steps to remove the 
fin from an experimental status. 

At least a division of high-speed transports will be immediately fitted out, modi 
ations including the addition of gear to handle special troop landing-boats developed 
ly the Marine Corps, and the alteration of compartments for the housing of troops 
barked. Among other advantages recommending old destroyers for this mission is 
the fact that they can render close-in gunfire support, are available in quantity on 
‘wort notice, and are capable of rapid concentration in any theatre of operations. 

Troops of the First Marine Brigade in Quantico, Va., have had the services of one 

iverted destroyer for over a year, and are thus thoroughly familiar not only with 
the loading and landing techniques involved, but with the rigors of life ina “tin can.” 

Plans for necessary housing and construction at the Marine Barracks, Parris 
land, South Carolina, have reached virtual completion, so that organization of new 
Neet Marine Force units and the influx of recruits can be adequately supported by a 
lalaneed program for construction of all facilities.

National Rifle Matehes—There will be no rifle teams of the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps or of the Reserve Otlicers’ Training Corps in the National Matches that are 
scheduled to be held at Camp Perry, Ohio, 1 to 21 Sept., the War Department announced 
this week. The Corps of Engineers previously reported that it would be unable to 
enter a team this year. 

The matches were originally scheduled for the period 18 Aug. to 7 Sept. 1940, It 
was phinned to have each of the nine Corps Areas of the Army represented by one 
Cc. M.'T. C. and by one R. O. 'T. C. rifle team. Because of the Army maneuvers during 
August the dates of the National Matches had to be changed ; this new date interferes 
with the opening of the educational institutions, thus making necessary the cancella- 
tion of plans to have the C, M. 'T. C. and the R. O. 'T. C. teams participate in the matches. 


Bureau of Navigation—The 1940 edition of the Bureau of Navigation Manual at 
last has been printed and is now being distributed to the Service. However, the new 
edition does not contain a number of changes made since the printing began. A num- 
ber of changes in Part Hl, for instance, were announced this week, These concern 
various matters affecting the Naval Reserve. One change removed the necessity of 
possessing a license to practice medicine before appointment as lieutenant (junior 
grade) in the Medical Corps Reserve, but provides that such certificate shall be furn- 
ished before a lieutenant (junior grade) is eligible for promotion, Another change was 
made in the 11-G206(2), which covers the issuance of certificates of indifferent dis- 
charge to enlisted reservists for unsatisfactory or slovenly drills even though they 
attain certain marks in proficiency in rating and in conduct, Formerly indifferent dis- 
charges were not issued if proticiency rating was above 2.5 and conduct rating above 
2.75. Now such discharges can be issued if proficiency in rating mark is not above 
2.75, and conduct rating not above 3.0. 


Air Corps—The Chief of the Air Corps, Maj. Gen, Henry HL. Arnold, accompanied 
by members of his staff, left Bolling Field, Washington, D. C., 10 July at 7:00 A. M., 
for a ten day inspection trip to Alaska for the purpose of examining the development 
of the recently authorized Air Corps bases now being established there. Accompanying 
General Arnold were LA, Col, Arthur B,. McDaniel, AC, Lt. Col. Ira C. Baker, AC, Maj. 
Harold L, Clark, AC, and Capt. Eugene H. Beebe, AC. The flight is being made in a 
C-41 twin-engine transport, with Technical Sergeant H, B. Puzenski, flight engineer, 
and Sergeant Robert Mead, radio operator, from Bolling Field. The itinerary includes 
Spokane, Wash. ; Prince George, British Columbia ; Fairbanks and Anchorage, Alaska. 
Certain other points in Alaska will be visited for the purpose of looking over possible 
auXiliary landing fields. 

The air trail to Alaska and the terrain in that area are not unfamiliar to General 
Arnold, He commanded the Army Air Corps special flight to Alaska in 1934, leading 
ten B-10 airplanes to that territory on a mapping and aerial survey mission. As a 
result of the successful accomplishment of this flight, General Aronld was awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross in 1934. The new air base to be known as Elmendorf 
Field, near Anchorage, Alaska, and the cold weather base to be known as Ladd Field, 
at Fairbanks, recently authorized by Congress and for which appropriations totaling 
over eighteen million dollars were made immediately available, will be inspected. 
General Aronld and his staff plan to return to Washington about 20 July. 

Acting Secretary of War, Johnson, announced on 9 July that the War Department 
has found it necessary to adopt a policy denying participation of army aireraft in 
public events, such as state fairs, opening of commercial airports and other similar 
activities, Colonel Johnson stated that the War Department appreciates the desire of 
the public for aireraft displays at these events as evidenced by the numerous requests 
being received, and regrets the necessity of this decision, but pointed out that to comply 
with them all would materially interfere with the tremendous Air Corps expansion 
program now in progress, “This program,” he continued, “is an important element of 
our national defense preparation, which is provided for by law and which must take 
precedence over all other demands for the use of aireraft and Air Corps personnel.” 

In preparation for promotion of large numbers of enlisted men of the Air Corps 
about 1 Aug. when new grades and ratings will probably go into effect, the Air 
Corps personnel! officers are relaxing length of service requirements and setting up 
new ¢cligible lists. Unit commanders have been instructed to submit by 20 July their 
recommendations of men eligible for promotion to technical sergeant or master ser- 
geant. With the approximately 3,500 recommendations expected to be received, new 
eligible lists will be set up as soon after 1 Aug. us possible and the remainder of the 
present eligible lists cancelled. 

The length of service required in grade before promotion to next higher grade 
has been reduced from a year to six months. This will make many of the men 
promoted on and after 8 Noy. 1939 eligible for promotion again. No changes will be 
made in the method of figuring standings on the eligible list--that is, service in the 
Army, service in the Air Corps and service in grade or higher will be added together, 
and the man’s efficiency rating added to this. However, there is also some possibility 
that the minimum length of service in the Army or in the Air Corps requisite for 
promotion may be lowered. 


A new edition of Army Regulation 95-5, General Provisions relating to the Air 
Corps, has been issued by the War Department, replacing the edition of 2 Oct. 1937. 

The total awards announced this week for the Army Air Corps under 1240 and 
141 appropriations was $8,556,885.51. Of this amount, under 1940 appropriations, 
$4.931.536.07 were awarded in contracts for cameras, photographic film and plates, 
propellor dolly assemblies, truck-tractors and dollies, starter parts, portable field 
lighting sets, link trainers, lathes, parachutes, tools and other maintenance, instrue- 
tion and replacement material. Under the 1941 act, contracts amounting to $3,625,- 
347.44 were awarded for aviation gasoline, 


Adjutant General’s Department——A definite date for putting increased allotments of 
grades and ratings into effect for the Regular Army still has to be set, though per- 
sonnel officers of Arms and Services are working on the assumption that the effective 
date for the inereases will probably be 1 Aug. Recommendations have been sent to 
the Adjutant General by each of the Branches, 

Recruiting officers are giving themselves some well-deserved pats on their backs 
over progress of the current recruiting drive. On 7 July, they report, they were 1.500 
men ahead of their pre-established schedules, The drive was not begun until the 
last week of May and in that week 9,492 men were enlisted. During June a peace- 
time record of 22.974 was reached. Altogether, between 16 May and 7 July, 21,581 men 


were added to the Army exclusive of reenlistments and replacements, and on 30 June

Industry and Defense Program 

Day by day developments in Washing- 
ton and throughout the nation are the 
barometers of the ever increasing tempo 
of governmental and industrial coopera- 
tion to speed the rearmament of the 
United States to meet any challenge that 
may thrown to the western hemi- 
sphere. 

The National Defense Advisory Com- 
mission presented to the President early 
this week its first progress report em- 
bracing the activities of its seven mem- 
bers. Commissioner Edward PP. Stet- 
tinius, jr., head of the materials division, 
told the President that substantial quan- 
tities of raw materials are being ac- 
quired, and to indicate the speed with 
which this is being done he stated, “Ae- 
tual purchases have been negotiated and 
the raw material loaded aboard = ship 
within a period of three or four days after 
the availability of the product was made 
known.” Tle went on to say that a thor- 
ough survey has been made of the mate- 
rial situation, and in every case where it 
is possible that a “bottleneck” may de- 
velop, “red flags” have been marked on 
the production charts and experts set to 
work to explore every available means of 
meeting the shortage if one should de- 
velop. He said that by the end of July, 
it is expected that a plan will be worked 
out whereby in an emergency it would be 
possible to meet the demand for rubber 
by synthetic means. Plans for increased 
production of 100 octane gasoline and 
large stowage facilities are objects of spe- 
cial attention at this time, he said. 

Concerning power facilities for large 
production features of the program, Mr, 
Stettinius told the President ; 

“Mr. Stettinius, Mr. Knudsen and Mr, Gano 
Dunn, the Division Head's Senior Consultant, 
went before Committees of the House and 
Senate to urge expansion of the TVA's power 
producing facilities in the total amount of 
$65,000,000, of which $25,000,000 was to be 
available for construction during the current 
fiscal year. Both Committees reported out the 
proposal favorably but Representative Don- 
ald H. MeLain (R., N. J.) objected to con- 
sideration by the House and was supported 
by Representative John Taber (R., N. Y.) and 
Representative Everett M. Dirksen (R., TIL). 
This made passage impossible before recess- 
ing for the convention. This Division has 
taken the position that it is absolutely essen- 
tial to the national defense that the TVA 
power production be increased in the amount 
asked. Delay of a few weeks in authorizing 
this undertaking might mean delay of a year 
in filling the dam for the generation of power 
as it is necessary to catch the flood waters 
next spring.” 

Commissioner William S$. Knudsen 
cited the fact that his division has cleared 
contracts in the amount of $1,661,891,494 
for Army and Navy material, covering 
everything from blankets to battleships. 
He reported that a contract has been 
entered into for the procurement of 627 
12-ton tanks, the first major tank pro- 
curement program, Mr. Knudsen has in- 


be 





spected the light tanks at the Aberdeen 
proving ground and the revised plans for 
heavy tanks, changed to meet develop 
ments in the European war. 

Ile reported that the vexing problem of 
liquid-cooled aircraft engines has been 
solved by the award to the Packard Motor 
Company of a contract for the construc- 
tion of 9,000 Rolls Royce engines, 3,000 
for the United States and 6,000 for Great 
Britain. Congress has appropriated $43,- 
500,000 to finance the United States’ share 
of the program. 

Commissioner Sidney Hillman, of the 
Division of Labor Supply, said that thus 
far there have been no appeals to the 
commission for skilled labor, making it 
“evident that thus far needs of private 
industry for skilled and other labor are 
being met.” Tlowever, he cited a compre- 
hensive labor training program under his 
aide, Mr. Owen TD. Young, which is al- 
ready training between 30,000 and 40,000 
workers. 

Commissioner Leon Henderson, 
Division of Price Stabilization, stated 
that the most extensive study is being 
made of price levels within the United 
States and abroad, with every effort bent 
to control and regulate undue rises, Ile 
said that industry has thus far evidenced 
its desire to cooperate. 

The report of Chester Davis, head of 
the Agricultural Division, recites the ef 
forts that are being made to locate new 
defense industries in areas that will re- 
duce concentration and relieve unemploy- 
ment and to provide equal opportunities 
in the program for rural as well as urban 
dwellers.

Miss Harriet Elliot reported to the 
President that her division, the Division 
of Consumer Protection, has laid the 


groundwork for an extensive educational 
program to mobilize publie sentiment be- 
hind the idea that the civilian population 
must be prepared physically to meet the 
responsibilities of the defense program. 

The report submitted by the Division of 
Transportation, headed by Commissioner 
Ralph Budd, reveals the manner in which 


the commission is preparing to meet 
transportation demands. The report 
states: 

Conerete recommendations have already 


been drawn up for acquisition of very sub- 
stantial numbers of special rolling stock for 
handling troops and their equipment. Confer- 
ences have been held with representatives of 
railway car shops in Illinois, Indiana, Mis- 
sourl and Pennsylvania to discuss cost and 
types of cars. 

As a result of the study of the availability 
of serviceable freight cars, Mr. Budd has 
urged upon the Association of American Rail- 
roads, “the need for full performance by all 
lines of the repair work necessary to reduce 
cars in bad order to not more than 6 per cent, 
as was agreed.” 

The entire subject of rail transportation, 
including special reference to army maneuvers 
scheduled later this year, is receiving earnest 
and intelligent consideration by Mr. Budd and 
his entire staff.

Discuss Army Training 

Representing 42 states and nine Corps 
Areas, the civilian aides of the Secretary 
of War, members of the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association, met in Washing- 
ton this week to discuss the development 
of man-power for the national defense.

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Financial Digest 

Having expected the nomination of 
President Roosevelt for a Third Term, 
and the adoption of a platform endorsing 
his policies, the securities market was 
not greatly affected by the action taken 
by the National Democratic Convention 
at Chicago. Prices weakened slightly, 
but in general the immediate effect was 
dullness and limited trading. While the 
President has paid slight attention dur- 
ing his Administrations to platform 
pledges, those approved at Chicago are 
accepted as outlining the course he will 
pursue if reelected. The farmer will be 
taken care of as in the past, especially 
in the way of continued parity and soil 
conservation payments. ‘The principles 
of the National Labor Relations Act will 
be maintained, and Government control 
of prices in the bituminous coal fleld, and 
eventually in the anthracite coal field, 
will be enforced. Continued federal re- 
lief is guaranteed. The platform recited 
the attacks made upon “unbridled con- 
centration of economic power and the ex- 
ploitation of the consumer and investor,” 
and favored the enactment of legislation 
to safeguard small business; and indi- 
cated further government control of busi- 
commissions by declaring 
that small, as well as large business, 
should be represented upon such 
agencies. Because of the past Public 
Utility connections of Mr. Willkie, the 
Republican presidential candidate, the 
platform extolls the power projects of the 
Tennessee Valley and the Columbia 
River, and forecasts further government 
construction and operation of such en- 
terprises, 

Missing from the platform is any refer- 
ence to taxation, debt and public finance 
in general. The huge expenditures in the 
form of subsidies will be continued, and 
superimposed upon them will be the col- 
lossal spending for National Defense, A 
proposal that will cause considerable dis- 
cussion will be that removing the tax 
exempt privilege from future Federal, 
State and local bonds. 


Thus, business knows that New Deal 
policies will continue, and be emphasized, 
should Roosevelt be continued in office. 
It will await with intense interest, there- 
fore the result in November. It realizes 
that of paramount importance in this 
connection is the question of whether or 
not the United States will become in- 
volved in war. The pledge is made that 
we will not participate in foreign wars, 
nor send out our troops abroad except in 
ease of attack. However, whether the 
United States is drawn into war does 
not depend alone upon this country. 
Business, consequently, is concerned with 
the state of our National Defense, and 
will support all the measures necessary 
to make it streng. 
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Congress will reconvene next week, 
and the action it will take on pending 
measures will be along the lines dictated 
by the Chicago Convention. It is not now 
expected that any substantial changes 
will be made in the Wagner National; 
Labor Relations Act, nor that there will 
be passed the Logan-Walters bill impos- 
ing a curb upon the activities of busi- 
ness-regulating commissiens, The prin- 
cipal attention of the two Houses will be 
directed toward enacting the new tax 
bill. That bill, besides imposing steep 
taxes upon excess profits, probably also 
will hike some of the taxes on incomes of 
corporations and individuals. 


As a result of discussions which have 
been taking place at the Treasury De- 
partment, the British Government has 
prohibited the use of free sterling in 
payment for exports, and fixed the Bank 
of England’s rates at $4.02, and 
$4.0314 selling as the basis for most 
sterling transactions in the future. It 
is expected that the Tripartite agree- 
ment, which was entered into by France 
as well as Great Britain and the United 
States, will be cancelled. Negotiations 
still are progressing with reference to 
gold, a matter of special interest to South 
Africa. 








Merchant Marine 


For the second time, bids were asked 
this week by the Maritime Commission 
for purchase of the old coal-burning pas- 
senger liners George Washington, Monti- 
cello, Mount Vernon and America, tied up 
at Solomon's Island, Md. 

The commission also asked bids for 
purchase of the freighter West Corum, 
now laid-up at New Orleans, for which a 
contract for reconditioning recently was 
awarded. 

All bids will be opened 29 July. 

Earlier bids asked for purchase of the 
old interned German liners attracted a 
number of offers, none of which was con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

Since 1 Jan. 1940 the commission has 
sold 23 vessels from its laid-up fleet leav- 
ing 98 vessels, 20 of which are being re- 
conditioned for national defense use, 

Contracts for reconditioning two addi- 
tional vessels were awarded this week, 
bringing the number of contracts let to 8 
of the 20 eventually to be awarded. Beth- 
lehem Steel Company of Baltimore will 
refit the Siletz at a cost of $124,800, and 
Todd-Galveston Company will renovate 
the West Segovia at a cost of $141,965. 

Five bids were received this week for 
reconditioning the Edenton, with Mary- 
land Drydock’s bid of $121,426 apparent 
low bid. 

Export Gets Flying Permit 

Temporary permits were granted to 
American Export Lines this week by the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority to operate 
passenger, mail and express planes be- 
tween New York City and Lisbon, in con- 
junction with their surface vessel oper- 
ations. Baltimore was named as an alter- 
nate United States terminal, to be used 
when weather requires. 

The certificates were granted over op- 
position of Pan American Airways which 
already operates a trans-Atlantic service. 

The decision is notable in that Ameri- 
can Export becomes the first shipping 
company to extend its operations into the 
air. Its surface vessels will cooperate 
with the Line’s flying boats in furnishing 
weather and other information, and 
schedules will be coordinated to that end. 

Minimum Manning Hearings 

The following schedule of public hear- 
ings on minimum manning scales for sub- 
sidized vessels has been set by the Mari- 
time Commission : 

San Francisco, Clift Hotel, 15 and 16 
July ; New Orleans, St. Charles Hotel, 22 
and 23 July, and New York, 45 Broad- 
way, 29 and 30 July. The first day’s hear- 
ing at each port will be for licensed per- 
sonnel, and the second day of the hearing 
for unlicensed personnel. 

Daniel S. Ring, director of the commis- 
sion’s division of Maritime Personnel, 
will preside, assisted by S. D. Schell, ex- 
ecutive director of the Maritime Commis- 
sion. 

The hearings are being held with par- 
ticular reference to the new C-2 and C-3 
type vessels which have been placed in 
service. 

The Maritime Commission has extended 
from 1 July to 1 Aug. the deadline for 
submission of suggestions on a proposed 
revision of its rules for procedure in reg- 
ulatory cases, 

President Lines Take Seven 

The Maritime Commission has ap- 
proved an application by American Presi- 
dent Lines to purchase four and charter 
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three new C-3 passenger and cargo ves- 
sels now under construction. The first of 
these, the SS President Jackson, will be 
delivered to the steamship company about 
1 Sept. 





Democrats Defense Platform 

Having been “drafted” himself, the 
President, as he made clear in his speech 
of acceptance of the nomination for a 
Third Term, will impose the principle of 
Selective Service upon the Nation. 
Shortly after Congress reconvenes, he 
will send it a message which will differ- 
entiate between selection for combat and 
non-combat duty. His views as expressed 
in his radio talk to the Convention, are as 
follows: 

“Just as a system of national defense 
based on manpower alone, without the 
mechanized equipment of modern war 
fare is totally insuflicient for adequate 
defense, so also planes and guns and 
tanks are wholly insufficient unless they 
are implemented by the power of men 
trained to use them, 

“Such manpower consists not only of 
pilots and gunners and infantry and those 
who operate tanks. For every individual 
in actual combat service, it is necessary 
for adequate defense that we have ready 
at hand at least four or five other trained 
individuals organized for non-combat ser- 
vices, 

“Because of the millions of citizens in- 
volved in the conduct of defense, most 
right-thinking persons are agreed that 
some form of selection by draft is as 
necessary and as fair today as it was in 
1917 and 1918. 

“Nearly every American is willing to 
do his share or her share to defend the 
United States. It is neither just nor effi- 
cient to permit the task to fall upon any 
one section or any one group. For every 
section and every group depend for their 
existence upon the survival of the nation 
as a whole.” 

The planks of the platform of direct 
interest to the Army and the Navy are 
as follows: 

The American people are determined that 
war, raging in Europe, Asia and Africa, shall 
not come to America. 

We will not participate in foreign wars, 
and we will not send our Army, naval or air 
forces to fight in foreign lands outside of the 
Americas, except in case of attack. We favor 
and shall rigorously enforce and defend the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

The direction and aim of our foreign policy 
has been, and will continue to be, the security 
and defense of our own land and the main- 
stay of its peace, 

For years our President has warned the 
Nation that organized assault against religion, 
democracy and international good faith 
threatened our own peace and security. Men 
blinded by partianship brushed aside these 
warnings as warmongering and efficious in- 
termeddling. The fall of 12 nations was nec- 
essary to bring the belated approval of legis- 
lative and executive action that the President 
had urged and undertaken with the full sup- 
port of the people. It is a tribute to the Presi- 
dent’s foresight and action that our defense 
forces are today at the peak of their peace- 
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time effectiveness. 

Weakness and unpreparedness jnyjte ag 
gression. We must be so strong that no pos 
sible combination of powers would dare t, 
attack us. We propose to provide Americ, 
with an invincible air force, a Navy strong 
enough to protect all our seacoasts and ou 
national interests, and a fully-equipped an 
mechanized Army. We shall continue to ¢, 
ordinate these implements of defense with th, 
necessary expansion of industrial productiy, 
capacity and with the training of approprigy 
personnel, Outstanding leaders of industry 
and labor have already been enlisted by t, 
Government to harness our mighty econom! 
forces for national defense. 

Experience of other nations gives warning 
that total defense is necessary ti repel at 
tack, and that partial defense is no defens 

We have seen the downfall of nations a 
complished through internal dissension pr 
voked from without, We denounce and Wil 
do all in our power to destroy the treago, 
able activities of disguised anti-democry 
and un-American agencies which would 8ay 
our strength, paralyze our will to defend oy 
selves, and destroy our unity by inciting ry 
against race, against religiog 
against religion, and the people against their 
free institutions, 

To make America strong, and to kom 
America free, every American must give 
his talents and treasure in accordance wi, 
his ability and his country’s needs. We moe 
have democracy of sacrifice as well as demo. 
racy of opportunity. 

To insure that our armaments shall be jp. 
plements of peace rather than war, we gh 
continue our traditional policies of the goo 
neighbor, observe and advocate internation 
respect for the rights of others and for treat 
obligations; cultivate foreign trade throug) 
desirable trade agreements, and foster & 
nomic collaboration with the republics of the 
Western Hemisphere, 

In self-defense and in good conscience, the 
world’s greatest democracy cannot afford 
heartlessly or in a spirit of appeasement tp 
ignore the peace-loving and liberty-loving 
peoples wantonly attacked by ruthless agre 
sors. We pledge to extend to these people 
all the material aid at our command, co 
sistent with law and not inconsistent with th 
interests of our own national self-defense 
to the end that peace and international goo 
faith may yet emerge triumphant,
